WALLACE ON FARMING 

‘Henry C. Wallace, who is the new 
Secretary of Agriculture, has been 
in close touch for many years with 
the actual day-by-day problems of the 
farmers of the country. As one of 
the editors of Wallace’s Farmer, a 
“Weekly Journal for Thinking Far- 
mers,” published in Des Moines, it 
has been his business to know what 
the needs of the farmers are today 
and to further “good farming and 
clear thinking” on probleme connect- 


ed with food production and distri- 
bution, 
As an indication that Mr. Wallace 


appreciates the point of view of the 
farm producer in contrast with that 
of the city consumer is a recent ar- 
ticle from Wallace’s Farmer on ‘“Sa- 
credness of Food Production,” in 
which he says: “Food is the life 
blood of the nation. Therefore the 
destruction of food is looked upon 
as a crime. Since food is life itself, 
many city people think that there 
is a sacred obligation on the part of 
the farmers to produce as much food 





lectures, but it is one thing to con- 
cede perfect liberty in the investiga- 
tion and teaching of any particular 
science or subject, and quite an- 
other to permit an instructor in, say, 
biology, chemistry, physics or engi- 
neering to interline his lectures with 
socialistic, communistic, radical or 
anarchist doctrines.

Parents should be in a position to 
know that when their boys and girls 
are taking certain sciences at a uni- 
versity they are being taught those, 
sciences straight and are not being 
served on the side with “economic 
wood alcohol,” “political moonshine” 
and bootleg radicalism. 

Beonomics and sociology are sub- 
jects that make some reference to 
the cults of radicalism necessary, 
put. curiously enough, the worst of 
sroiessorial offenders are not these 
holding the chairs of economics and 
sociology. 

Our universities, colleges and high 
schools are public institutions main- 
tained by public money and those 
that accept the pay of the people 
have no right to advocate theories 
calculated to undermine constitu- 
tional and democratic  self-govern 
ment. Educational institutions are 
not the places in which to preach a 
radicalism the goal of which is the 
abolition of all institutions and the

Without exception it will be found 
that the professors who insinuate the 
serpent of radicalisra under the Man- 
tle of academic teaching are either 
cranks or failures or both, Given 
sufficient ability to attain distinction 
by scientific or literary research, and 
a professor will not fritter away his 
advocating the upheaval of 
He will leave that to the 
little men doomed to obscurity unless 
they mount the soap box and shriek 
their heresies.

Further than this, they 
think that, after he has produced 
food, the farmer should _ sell it 
promptly, thus relieving any fear of 
food scarcity. 

“Manufacturers may regulate the 
output of their products without pro- 
test. The steel mills in the summer 
of 1919 restricted their production to 


two-thirds of their capacity, even 
though they were already selling 
their products conisderably above 


cost of production. * * * 

“Tf the farmers should seriously 
consider forming themselves into a 
strong organization, or if, having pro- 
duced food, they should become 
strong enough to withhold it from 
the market for a time, there would 
be a great outcry from the people of 
the cities. Manufacturers are not 
criticized for cutting down produc- 
tion in order, to keep up prices, but 
if the farmer!should follow the same 
policy he would be regarded as be- 
traying his sacred obligation. 

“Let us assume that the city point 
of view in this matter is right. Let 
us concede for the moment that there 
is an obligation to produce food with- 
out limit. Let us agree as to the 
importance of the farmer's task. 
Then should we not make it certain 
that the farmer is assured of fair pay 
for his work? If his task is so nec- 
essary to the life of the nation, should 
not the nation make especial effort 
to see that it is a reasonably prof- 
itable task to him, and that she is 
made comfortable in every way possi- 
that he can fulfill his task 
and will want to continue at it.” 

The article, after noting the fluc- 
tuation in the prices of food products 
and suggesting that food prices 
should be more stable than anything 
else, suggests that the obligation to 
get food from the producer to con 


ble, so 


sumer in an efficient manner and 
with the least possible waste is as 
certainly a “sacred obligation” as

I fee nat - am nearing home 
when I look from my window this 
morning and sé€e a loquot tree and a 
clump of sickly bananas though I 
haven't seen an orange tree nor roses 
anything like our fine specimens. I 
arrived last evening from Charles- 
ton finding the city all stirred up ov- 
er the departure of Lieut. W. D. Co- 
ney from Pablo Beach to San Diego 
to lower his record of the remarkable 
flight of a month ago. I will remain 
here a week including two days at 
St. Augustine; then 6top a week with 
llrelatives at Glenwood near De Leon 
Springs, the “fountain of youth.” 
Have not time for Palm Beach. Peo- 
ple tell me I will not have the right 
knowledge of Florida unless I do but 
my nine months’ ticket expires in 
May and am to spend a week in New 
Orleans and visit a niece in Galves- 
ton so must leave the East Coast 
till another time(?) New England 
was as charming as ever, Cambridge 
and New Haven very beautiful as the 
seats of Harvard and Yale. I wit- 
nessed a practice game of football 
in the famous “bowl” of Yale, seating 
80,000 people. My cousin’s daughter 
drove me over to Bridgeport one love- 
ly afternoon in February. I called on 
my Los Angeles pastor, Dr. Wm. Hor- 
ace Day. Am surprised he is con- 
tented in Bridgeport after living in 
Los Angeles. Was again in New 
York City and Brooklyn. Was there 
in November with my sister from 
Kansas City who had accompanied 
me East; the most interesting thing 
that time was our visit to Ellis Isl- 
and. We obtained passes which per- 
mitted us f £0 over on the municipal 
ferry. There was much to be seen 
and what this government is to do 
with the hordes coming from South- 
ern Hurope is a momentous question! 
When the bell sounded for noon the 
inspectors left their desks and the 
several long lines of immigrants load- 
ed down with huge bundles, baskets 
and boxes had to wait where they 
were till luncheon was over, There 
were long benches 80 they could 
sit down. ‘Presently the victrola was 
started? the matron and a man with 
large baskets of sliced bread and 
cans of milk were dispensing it to 
| the multitudes of children who ea- 
gerly accepted.

When the ferry 
backed out of slip and pointed to- 
ward the wonderous sky line of New 
York the poor people were silent and 
speechless as they gazed.

Senator Borah 
amused the visitors who packed the 
galleries; also Reed Smoot from 
Utah; he was the only one who wore 
a Prince Albert; he would sit at his 
desk, write a little, place his foun- 
tain pen behind his ear, walk around 
looking up in visitor’s gallery, re- 
peating this continually. We attend- 
ed memorial services for Champ 
Clark. Crowds attended as usual. 
Many could hot get in. We went at 
6 o’clock and for the first time were 
allowed to sit on the steps; already 
every seat being taken. The closing 
session of the House was from 8 to 
9, the last of the Wilson administra- 
tion. Every one anxious to see Un- 
cle Joe Gannon. As my friend and i 
had been his neighbors in Danville, 
lll., we could point him out to those 
who sat near by; he was the only 
man on the floor or in the whole 
room who wore his overcoat and 
hat; he sat at a table facing the 
desk and for an hour apparently was 
weeping as he fumbled ‘with three 
immense handkerchiefs one after an- 
other, much to the amusement of 
the gallery and to his colleagues as 
well. When it came his turn to give 
his tribute to his one-time bitter op- 
‘nonent he took off his hat, was as- 
sisted with the removal of his coat 
and read his eulogy in a remarkably 
clear voice considering his 87 years 
in which was expressed his admira- 
tion and respect for his fallen foe. 
It was certainly dramatic! 


Contrary to expectations March 4 
opened clear but decidedly chilly. 
Washington was sorely disappointed 
not to have the usual pageantry as 
‘it was the first time on record. The 
high school cadets ‘were massed in 
front of White House grounds. Hun- 
dreds of cavalry from Fort Myers 
on matched bay horses escorted the 
autos; first the ladies and the big 
machine with Wilson, Harding, Sen- 
jator Knox and Uncle Joe Cannon, 
‘drove out the east gate on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. Not even a band play- 
ied; yet it was very impressive. We 
waited in the same place suntil they 
‘returned from the Capitol. We had 
heard the “amplifier” several times 
through the week while they were 
‘testing it. The telephone company 
put it in at a cost to them of $6000. 
| My brother and wife stood on Library

|word of President Harding's address 
A few minutes after and the first 
;ecommand of the new President was 
to order the gates of the grounds 
,opened and the multitude surged in 
hoping to have a “front porch” 
speech but were disappointed, Hard- 
ing is a great favorite in Washington. 
While in Statuary Hall in Capitol 
where are very many statues of our 
great men; each state privileged to

Assuredly the newspaper is a force 
of super-dreadnaught potentiality in 
accelerating community progress. 
Through it the municipality gains a 
lhearing for its upbuilding program, 
gives an account of ‘its stewardship, 
and holds the moral support of tax- 
payers and residents generally; they, 
in turn, find in the press an oppor- 
tunity to keep public officialdom key- 
ed up to creditable performance of its 





ion. Be it the small-town weekly, 
the compact daily of the oncoming 
community emerging from the un- 
couthness of its youth, or the multi- 
editioned institution of the metrop- 
olis, the newspaper is the right bow- 
er of the improvement club and its 
matured successor, the chamber of 
commerce, and other organizations of 
allied character. It heartens and of- 
ten directly aids the philanthropic 
societies of the community. 

It uncovers and helps to correct 
wrong conditions. It acts as the hot- 
house and culture-house for the de- 
velopment of ideas at the moment 
perhaps a bit beyond the grasp and 
vision of the public until, after grad- 
ual, nurtured growth into favor they 
can blossom forth as_ accepted 
“planks” in the platform of city 
building. ; 

In short, the newspaper in ts 
news columns and, too, in its ad- 
vertising space, helps the community 
put its best foot forward for the edi- 
fication of its own people and others 
who may be brought into touch and 
who are keen to sense the epirit of 
the onward-urge it breathes. Actual 
accomplishments in the direction of 
the bigger city of Tomorrow are not 
only recorded in its own columns, 
but it acts as the clearing-house for 
the heralding of such “high spots” of 
such progress over the wires through 
news services to the outside world. 
The size of the outer circle thus 
reached is governed by the impor- 
tance of the news—it may jump 
oceans. Without this flexible, vir- 
tually instantaneous, non-stopping en- 
gine of publicity the process of 
emerging from a colorless dot on 
the map would indeed be a slow one 
for the community. 

A Mutuality of Interests 

All this is not at all to infer that 
the newspaper is always adequately 
alive to its responsibilities and op- 
portunities. Sometimes the commu- 
nity sets the pace and the newspaper 
follows, gradually growing to a Sstat- 
ure that is worthy of its field. If it 
fails to Measure up to the work that 
ithe people who count in the commu- 
nity unconsciously but no less surely 
set, it becomes inevitably only a 
matter of time until it is sidetracked 
and a publisher of aggressiveness and 
vision, stout of heart and determin- 
ed in his march toward a goal, steps 
in and becomes the spokesman for 
the city and the chronicler of the 
epic of its evolution. 

No great city is without a great 
newspaper institution, and no news- 
paper can become great without car- 
iying along with it its OWn comuiu- 
nity. And considering only average 
size cities on. that point, in recen) 
years there have been some striking 
|; examples of the mutuality of benefit 
accruing to a city and its newe- 
paper when the latter rises out ol 
ithe commonplace and achieves dis- 
tinction beyond its immediate terri- 
tory. Facing the risk of. picking out 
a few actual examples—for the cate-
